Reasons To Liberalize Abortion Laws 


The abortion laws should be 
liberalized. In recent years the 
problem of abortion has been 
causing increasing concern. It is 
even provoking intense public 
debate and world wide 
controversy. There are 
compelling reasons in favor of 
abortion which should be 
considered. These reasons 
include population control, the 
problem of unwanted children, 
reduction in illegally performed 
abortions, and concern for the 
mental and physical health of 
the mother. 


One of the most important 
reasons for the present concern 
with abortion is the world 
population problem. In_ this 
period of population excess, the 
aborting of unwanted children is 
not damaging to society. If 
people value life and health, 
education and relief from 
poverty, the need for an early 
reduction of birth rate is vital.

The first restaurant was 
“Heidi's Pies,” located on Howe 
Avenue between Fair Oaks Blvd. 
and Hurley Way. 

Offering 24-hour service, it is 
an excellent place to go during 
the early hours of the morning. 
The breakfast menu ranges from 
the traditional Ham & Eggs (a 
good bargain at only $.95), steak 
and eggs, to several Heidi 
specialities. 

The luncheon and dinner menu 
features several excellent salads, 
including a Shrimp Louie thai, 
at $2.25 cannot be beat. The 
Chile ($.85) or Minestrone soup 
($.70) is very good and both are 
served with an individual loaf of 
“homemade” baked bread. Also 
available is the Heidiburger and 
one of the best chicken dinners 
in Sacramento 

Outside of conventional pies 
such as Apple, Berry, and 
Cherry, Heidi’s offers 
Gooseberry, Minced Meat and 
Grandma’s Fashioned Raisin 
Pie, to name but a few.

Therapeutic abortion 1s a 
means of family planning. The 
population crisis is so 
threatening to the quality of 
human life that for the sake of 
the individual, the family, and 
the society, people must bring 
population and resources into 
balance by learning to control 
our fertility. Abortion, as a 
means of population control, is 
preferable to the birth of an 
unwanted child. 


The fate of the unwanted child 
is an important factor in the 
current inquiry into abortion. 
No unwanted or unintended 
child should ever be born. 


According to psychological 
reports, the unwanted child is 
more often brought up in a 
broken home, more often and 
more often registered for 
criminal behavior. The child runs 
the risk of having greater social 
and mental handicaps than his 


syndrome” on record at many 
general hospitals, is also evidence 
of the parental abuse towards 
the unwanted child. 

Every child should be wanted 
by and born into 4 family that is 
able to feed, clothe, educate, 
and above all, love him. Many 
psychologists believe that the 
family is the basic unit of our 
society and the married life of 
the parents should encompass 
sexual activity, whether or nor 
for the purpose of procreation. 
Every couple should have a 
responsibility to society, as well 
as to their own family, not to 
overburden the world with more 
lives than it can sustain. 

More and more people are 
aware of the extent of 
self-induced or criminal 
abortions and their cost in 
human life and suffering. Such 
abortions are an important cause 
of maternal deaths, and the 
number is growing. While many 
illegal abortions are performed 









go to dangerous amateurs with 
no training in medicine. 
Medically, hospital abortion 
presents little risk, especially 
during the first three months of 
pregnancy. Death rates from 
legal abortions are very low. In 
contrast, the risk from illegal 
abortions is known to be very 
great. 

Most importantly, abortions 
are a medical procedure, the 
decision for which must rest 
with the woman and her

The ruling by the NCAA states 
that the athletes will have to sit 
out one full season in order to 
regain eligibility. In the case of 
football player Bob Martinez, 
this means sitting out the rest of 
this season and the first five 
games of next year.

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The Women's Studies program 


began in the spring of 1970, 
during a time when most 
students were striking against 


the invasion of U.S. troops into 
Cambodia. While most men 
demanded things that they never 
received, the women demanded 
a Women Studies Center and 
won. Two courses were offered 
then, Women in the Modern 
World - in the sociology 
department, and Women in Law, 
an extension course. 


In the Fall of 1970, an 
introductory course was added: 
Liberation of American Women, 
giving the program nine units. 

The objective of the Women’s 
Studies program is to outline the 
sociological perspectives of the 
American woman. These courses 


are open to any interested 
students, and offer women 
speakers, films and group 
discussion 

Most of the Women’s Studies 
faculty consists of graduate 
students who have become 
involved in the women’s 
movement. Other instructors 


include members of the regular 
faculty who teach Women’s 
Studies courses within their own 
departments. 


The program is directed by a 
board elected by the Women’s 
Caucus. It consists of three 
faculty members having one 
vote, two staff members having 
one vote and five students 
having three votes. There is no 
chairman but the board 
members work well together. 

After a long struggle, the 
Women’s Studies program will 
offer a minor this spring. The 
board pleaded their case before 
several committees before the 
program was approved. 

They attribute the difficulty to 
two things: the “‘male clique 
controlling the committees and 
the lack of influence which the 
board had. 


Once the minor was approved, 
two different committees held 
secret meetings to reconsider the 
program. The board heard about 
this and with the help of the 
Women’s Caucus, pushed the 
minor through for the second 
time. 

CSUS is now the first of the 
State Universities to have a 
minor in Women’s Studies. 


The program consists of 
eighteen units, nine of which 
must be upper division courses 
rhe requirements are: 1.4.8. 12? 

Liberation of the Americar 
Woman; History 196 - History of 
Women in the U.S.; and three 


units of either Women in 
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Humanities or The Ethnic 
Woman. The other nine units are 
to be selected with the help of 
the Women’s Studies advisor. 
There is also a Coordinate 
Major in Women’s Studies. Six 
departments, by permission of 
their chairman, are cooperating 
in this program, each with its 
own advisor. [hey are: 
Anthropology, Valerie Namour; 
Psychology, Janet Shaban; 
Sociology, Louise Kanter; 
Government, Kirsten 
Amundson; American History, 
Joan Wilson; European Hi.tory, 
Dorothy Sexter; and English, 
Ellen Smith 

Coordinate Majors will be 
permitted to do research on or 
write about women in many of 
the regularly offered courses 
Students in these departments 
who want to combine their 
interests in Women’s Studies 
with their regular studies in the 
major should see the Coordinate 
Major Advisor in their 
department 


The Women’s Studies program 
is funded by the School of Arts 
and Sciences and by the 
ASCSUS. Even though these 
funds are supposed to cover all 
expenses, the board has had 
difficulties getting all the 
supplies they need. 


However, the Women’s Studies 
courses are going very well, 
including the courses on the 
Ethnic Women. There is a large 
enrollment in che classes but 
only a small percentage are men. 
The members of the board 
would like to see more men 
Participate in Women’s Studies. 
They feel it is essential for men 
to realize their need to change. 
Most of them just aren't ready 
for the liberated woman. 

Members of the Woman's 
Studies board want to add more 
courses for a complete program. 


One is “Women in Biology” 
which would explain the 
genetical fallacies which have 


been taught about women. They 
would also like to have courses 
in basic skills, in health and 
nutritional needs, and in 
self-defense especially 
advanced courses in self-defense 
so the beginners can continue. 


The eventual goal for Women’s 
Studies in Sacramento is to build 
a Women’s Center in town and 
move into the community. This 
way any woman could get help 
without aaving to go to college. 

The members of the board are 
optimistic, planning a major 
program as part of their 
continual growth. The future of

Dr Chmaj stressed the 
importance of an understanding 
of American Culture. She 
regards it as a kind ot 
self-discovery process which 


leads one to understand the very 


origins of his or her own values 


Tracing American Studies from 
its origin, Dr. Chmaj 
three distinct phases as she sees 
them. She explained that 
American Studies was born as a 
result of the Depression and 
manifests itself, at least in part, 
‘‘in the examination of 
literature, and 
philosophies.” Scholars became 
less scholarly and more 
concerned with making campus 
studies reflective of world events 
and attitudes. 

The second phase, the post-war 
era, Dr. Chmaj characterizes as a 
period of ascent, of “American 
celebration.’ The calm 
of the Eisenhower age, and a 
kind of “cold-war mentality,” as 
well as a beginning affluence 
typify what she terms a “period
